HE youngster 1916 enters as old 
Father Time I* catting another 
notch In his gnu and labeling it 
"1916."

Not In the re- 
corded deeds of man has there been a 
twelvemonth period In which no many 
lives have been sacrificed on the altar 
of the war god. Looking back, one IB 
tempted to consider those events which 
are destined to occupy most of the 
space In the history books that oar 
children will study in the years which 
hold for them—who knows what? 


Of coarse there will be a large mar- 


gin for discussion and dispute. Who 
can point to this or that occurrence as 
the most Important, the.most dramatic, 
that took place In 1915? 


Silking of latitsnift. 


One Is forced to select the world war 


as the most Important, and no one will 
enter an argument. But the feature of 
the war that was the most terrible—all 
of It is horrible—was the destruction 
of the Onard line steamship lost 
tania, which was sank by a torpedo 
find by a German submarine In the 
English channel on Hay 7, with the re- 
sultant loss of about 1,100 lives, includ- 
ing* 100 citizens of the United States. 
The vessel was torpedoed off Kinsale, 
on the coast of Ireland. The German 
government has never made known the 
name of the commander of the under- 
sea boat, but has msde known the fact 
that he was acting under the specific 
orders of Admiral von Tirpltz. head of 
the German admiralty. 


This led up to the diplomatic ex- 


changes between the two nations, 
which for a time were near the break- 
ing point The United States demand- 
ed a disavowal of the act of the sub- 
marine commander, but Germany fail- 
ed to comply with the request. How- 
ever, after the sinking of the White 
Star liner Arabic on Aug. 19, when the 
diplomatic exchanges were taking 
place, the German government gave to 
the government of the United States 
the assurance that no more vessels car- 
rying passengers would be sunk by 
German submarines unless sufficient 
warning was given and the safety of 
the noncombatants provided for. 


Diplomatic Exchange!. * 


Probably no transactions between 


two governments will occupy more 
•pace in oar children's histories than 
those between President Wilson and 
the German government On May 19 
the first protest was filed by Secretary 
of State Bryan. This was six •days. 
after the Fluking of the Lusltania. The 
German reply, falling to meet the de- 
mands of this government and in 
many details extremely unsatisfactory, 
was followed by another note on June 
10. On Joiy 24 the third and last Lusi- 
tanla note was dispatched. In which 
President Wilson stated that any 
further encroachments on the part of 
Germany would be considered -delib- 
erately unfriendly.'' Then, finally, on 
Oct 0, Germany disavowed the sink- 
ing of the liner Arabic and gave the 
assurances already referred to. 


Shortly after that however, or on 


NOT. 7, the Italian liner Aucona was 
torpedoed In the Mediterranean sea by 
a submarine carrying the flag of Ger- 
many's ally. Austria, Nine Americana 
tost their lives when this steamer 
sank. On Dec. 11 a note was sent to 
Austria demanding a disavowal, reprt- 
maud of the- submarine commander 
and reparation for the loss of Ameri- 
can lives. The reply of Austria was pub- 
Ikhed to this country on Dec. 19. She 
stated that the evidence was Incom- 
plete and gave indications of wishing 
to compromise.

The Austro-Gennan drive against 


Busala started aboat the 1st of Msyv 
The Russians had up to this time been 
on the offensive and bad occupied on 
March 22 the Austrian fortress Prxe- 
mysL This allied victory was achieved 
only after a long siege. Then the Teu- 
ton powers assumed the .offensive, 
which swept through Gallcla and far 
into Russia. On June 3 Pnemysl fell 
and was followed by Lemberg on June 
23. the capture of Warsaw on Aug. 6. 
the capture of Novogebrglevsk on Aug. 
19 and the capture of Brest Lltovak on 
Aug. 
25, when Germany and Austria 


withdrew many of their troops from 
this front having entirely achieved 
their purpose. 


The Dardanelles Fighting. 


Histories today are occupied with 


events that happened In the Spanish- 
American war, and what is more in- 
teresting than the naval exploits of 
1898? Every one remembers the race 
against time that the battleship •Ore- 
gon ran around Cape Horn to reach 
Santiago. Every one remembers Dew 
ey's thrilling battle at Manila. Like- 
wise our children will be greatly In- 
terested In the Dardanelles campaign. 


Here England made her big mistake. 


On Feb. 24 the allied fleet bombarded 
the forts defending the strait The 
mistake, all military critics agree, lay 
In the fact that England did not send 
a supporting army with- the fleet at the 
tune of the first attack. Finally, when 
she did send an army, the Turks were 
firmly intrenched, and this ended In 
the withdrawal of part of the army on 
the Galllpoll peninsula on Dec. 20. The 
failure was expensive and tended to 
show that the greatest fleet that Eng- 
land and France could send was pow- 
erless to force the strait the best nat- 
ural fortification In the world.

On April 5 the British 
battleship Lord Kelson was destroyed 
by the Turks. On May 7 the British 
battleship Goliath was torpedoed in 
the Dardanelles, with a loss of BOO 
lives. On May 26 (he British warship 
Triumph was sunk, followed on May 
28 by the Majestic.

March 19 the strait would have been 
forced, as there remained but seven- 
teen shells In the principal fort on that 
day. and the Turks had made all 
preparations to evacuate.

Johnson at Havana, brought the 
world's heavyweight title back to the 
white race.

On June 5 
Walter J Travis won the fourth Met- 
ropolitan golf championship. On June 
18 Jerome D. Travers won the open 
golf championship of the United States, 
On Sept. 7 William M. Johnston won 
the tennis championship of the United 
States. On Oct 3 the Boston Ameri- 
can league team won the fifth and de- 
ciding game of the world's series and 
became the baseball premiers of the 
universe, in the football world Prince- 
ton was defeated by Harvard and Yale.

Frank, 
a Jew. bad been convicted of the mur- 
der of Mary Phagan. a Marietta girt 
employed la hie pencil factory In At- 
lanta. 
He was rushed through the 


country to. an automobile to the home 
of hto alleged Tktlm, and when the 
sun rose on the morning of the loth 
it shone on his body dangling from 
the limb of a tree. He was lynched 
after a fellow prisoner had made a 
dastardly attack on him with a knife. 
Civilisation wsa shocked.

attempt to assassinate J. Ptarpent 
Morgan, *be financier. On July « 
Frank Bolt, a German college pro- 
fessor, shot the banker at hto Ok* 
Cove (M. J.) home, but the wound was 
IncomeqaSBtlal Holt later coesartttsd 
lukMe by Jumping from the top of hjs 
jail ceo to the stone floor.

•OMB OF THE WORTHLESS TEH 


RITORY OF RUSSIA'S VAST KM 


PIRE.

ON THE RUSSIAN FRONT, Dec jt 


—Recently a new organisation ha* ap- 
peared in the Russian army, its crea 
tion being due to the new phase upon 
which the war in Russia ha* now 
entered. The enemy's army is spread 
ing itself over the vast plains ot the 
great empire; it is far from Ita -vic- 
tualling and supply bases, ana can 
not find others in a country from 
which all the workers have fled before 
its approach, and where the Cossacks 
have not left a factory or a mill, or 
the least trace of ordinary comfort 
in the little villages. 


In Volhynla, through a great part 


of which I have traveled, the enemy is 
in occupation of ground which, even 
before the war, offered very little at 
traction either for the Inhabitants or 
for visitors. 


One can traverse these districts tor 


whole days without seeing anything 
but woods and marshes. There are 
no proper roads; what pass for such 
are simply wide bands taken from 
the fields. Irregular in form, nothing 
but mud when the weather Is wet, 
and terrible dusty when it is dry. 


In summer the deep marshes are 


covered with a carpet of moss an< 
grass; they resemble an innocent 
meadow strewn with flowers. How 
many times have we been deceived 


I remember the evening of the cap- 


ture of Chartorlsky. I was accom 
pauled across the positions by 
young officer who, in the morning 
had* charged at the head ot his troops 
and had crumpled up the regiment o 
the Crown Prince's Grenadiers. Sad 
denly our horses' feet sank into the 
ground. We gave them the spur, bu 
<oon perceived that despite their des- 
perate efforts they were losing their 
foothold. At first they tried to ge 
out by raising their feet high; then 
they endeavored to lump, but only 
sank deeper Into the mud. Finally 
they lost courage; they felt nothlni 
under their feet and remained wit] 
their bellies resting on lumps ot turf 
When we succeeded in extricating 
then from the bog their legs were 
covered with thick, black mud. 


It is easy to imagine the state o 


these marshes after several weeks o 
rain. It can be easily understood 
that In such conditions as these the 
enemy only occupies a part of the 
country, and that the means ot com 
munlcatlon at bis desposal are very 
United. 


The enemy feels depressed In these 


deserts, where everything flees before 


'< •turn".'" That, at any rate, Is the 'state 


of mind which I discover among all 
the prisoners. Let the convoy which 
Is bringing the enemy his food arrive 
only half a day late, and he will Im- 
mediately feel a sense of privation. 
be able to threaten his lines of com- 
munication and harrass him at every 
opportune moment, follow him when 
'and the collest disdain tor death. 


Now suppose that a band ot deter- 


mined men should steal across his 
lines and people the forest* be has 
left behind him during his advance. 
Let these bands hold themselves in 
the marshes which the enemy fear*, 
and hide in the extensive woods which 
be only partially occupies; they will 
be able to thearten his lines of com! 
mncation and harass him at every 
opportune moment .follow him when 
he advances, dispatch him when he 
retreats and surround him with per- 
petual dangers. They will work apart 
from any base, Isolated like brigands, 
Inspired by the grimest determination 
end the coolest dlstaln for death. 


Having been advised that a band 


ot these partlslans was about to leave 
with the Intention of piercing the en- 
emy'* lines and beginning their ter- 
rible and dangerous work, I went one 
morning to a large square where the 
ceremony of departure was to take 
place. On the left was cavalry, on 
the right Cossacks—an equal number 
ot each. Among the Cossacks all ages 
were represented The reason ot this 
1* that Russia has not yet called up 
her reserves for the cavalry, whereas 
the Cossacks are ail called up, the 
young as well as the older, and one 
can ate that men of all age* have 
answered the call for volunteer* for 
the dangerous work that 1* IB hand.

They go 
without tents; they will sleep In the 
woods whether it is wet or fine. When 
they are wounded no gentle hand 
will soothe their pain. 


They are the dependents ot the 


"guerillas," who harassed the rea 
guard ot Napoleons' ".Grande Armee,' 
but how much more dangerous Is the! 
task now! In 1913 they fought among 
their own people; now on approach 
Ing the enemy, they cut off all chance 
of escape. 


The last of the Cossacks passed 


before me. They were as proud as 
kings. One had a harmonica unde 
his arm, and his comrade carried two 
lances. The crowd was silent, and to 
a long time we followed with our eyea 
these figures, who seemed already to 
be shadows floating towards dearth.

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
29.—The 


American institute of International 


Law, composed of prominent Interna- 
tional lawyers from every country on 
the Western Hemisphere, was organ- 
ized here today to advance the "newer 
Monroe Doctrine" and to strive for a 
strong Pan-American alliance for the 
maintenance of neutral rights under 
International agreement. 


The organization was effected under 


the auspices of the Second Pan-Amer- 
ican Scientific Congress and the Amer- 
ican Society of International Law. 
E&ch American country Is represented 
in the Institute by five prominent au- 
thorities on international law. These 
members were nominated by national 
societies ot International law which 
have been organised during the past 
year In every Latin-American country. 


The temporary officers of the Amer- 


ican Institute ot International Law 
are Elihu Root, honorary president; 
James Brown Scott, president; Alex- 
jandro Alvarez, ot Santiago, Chile, 
secretary general. Luis Anderson, of 
Costa Rica; treasurer. 


"What means should be provided 


and procedure adopted tor authorita- 
tively determining whether the Hague 
convention* or other general Interna- 
tional agreements, or the rules of in- 
ternational law, have been violated T 
In case of violations what should be 
the remedy and bow should it be en- 
forced?" These questions were the 
subject* today ot addresses by Prof. 
Theodore Woolsey, and Edward A. 
Harrlman, of New Haven, Conn. Wal- 
ter 8. Pentleld and Jackson H. Ral- 
ston, of the bar of the District of 
Columbia, and Don Benlta Javier Pe- 
rei-Verdia, ot the bar ot Mexico, dis- 
cussed "The attitude ot American 
countries towards international arbi- 
tration and the peaceful settlement 
ot international disputes."
